The Brewers’ Convention at Washing- 
ton Debating the Movements of the 
Prohibitionisis, 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., May 10.—PFrederick Lauer, 
Chairman of the Agitation Committee, submit- 
ted to the Brewers’ COnvention here a paper this 
afternoon on malt liquor, in the course of which 
the following passage occurred as to the pending 
agitation in lowa: “in lowa the question of 
incorporating the same principle in the Consti- 
tution is to be submitted to the popular vote 
next month, and, it cannot be denied, with some 
prospects of success. If 60, it will not be through 
popular; judgment, but from the peculiar 
circumstances of the case. The dominant polit- 
ical party made the submission of the question 
to che people a part of their platform, and it is 
thought half of that party will vote for it. The 
leaders of the opposit party labor under the idea 
that the beer-drinkers are mainiy of one na- 
tionality, and of the other political faith, an 
error into which they dave wunaccountably 
fallen, for beer has grown to be a drink orf 

Americans, and all parties propose to vote for 

the amendment, or, what is practically the same 

thing, not to vote at all, thus treating a grave 
question of State as mere partisans. 


THE MAKERS OF AND DEALERS LN DISTILLED

mented liquors are permitted a law. Never- 
theless whisky is sos in ever and nearly 
every cross-roads hamiet. y believe that if 
malt liquors be probibited those can be driven 
out because of their bulkiness, and, as in Maine 
and Vermont, men will be foreed into the use 
of distilled spirits that uiterly defy prohibition, 
bowever stringent.

CLARK & BOTHWELL. 
AN ENTERPRISING FIRM.

New York, May 10.—William S. Clark and 
John B. Bothwell, who comprised the firm of 
Clark & Bothwell, and did business as brokers at 
No. 2 Nassau street, have disappeared from 
New York, and are charged with the conversion 
to their own use of large sums of money which 
they received as agents for several mining com- 
panies, On Saturday last the Stormont Silver 
Miaing Company, of which Bothwell was the 
Treasurer and his firm were the agents, ob- 
tained an attachment against the property of the 
firm for $63,000, which it is alleged they have mis- 
appropriated. Suits have also been begun in the 
Supreme Court against the firm of Clark & 
Bothwell by the Satemo Gold Quartz Company 
and the San Bruno Copper Company. 

THE BASIS OF THE SUIT 

of the Satemo Company is a claim that the de- 
fendants have received stock, bullion, and other 
property belonging to it of the value of $9,874.67, 
and dave failed toaccountforit. William 8. 
Clark was the President of the San Bruno Cop- 
per Company, and in its suit against bim and bis 
partner that corporation alleges that 
they hu ve worogfuily converted to 
their own use 60000 shares of its 
capital stock ot the value of 150.000 and up- 
ward.

GOLD EXPORTS. 
MILLIONS GOING.

New York, May 10.—The steamship Adriatic, 
which will sail tomorrow, has $900,000 engaged 
for export. The Gallia today took out over 
$2,000,000. This large outfiow of gold 
naturalty attracts much attention in financial 
circles, and there is no little discussion as 
to the extent which the movement will 
assume before it culminates. Just previous to 
the late boom in the stuck market large amounts 
of sterling were borrowed against stuck collat- 
erals.

SNUFF 


EIGHTY BARRELS DUMPED IN THE WATER. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New Yorn, May 10.—United States Marshal 
Knox, by instructions of the Internal-Revenue 
Commissioner of this district, made a rather 
novel disposition today of eighty barrels con- 
taining 15,000 pounds of snuff, originally the 
property of Messrs. Lilienthal & Co., tobacco 
dealers, of Greenwich street. The suff had 
been taken possession of by Marshal Knox under 
an execution upon a judgment against the firm, 
recovered for nou-payuient of internal-revenue 
tuxes. It had been the subject of litigation for 
years. Judgment against the tirm was obtained 
in the United States District and Cirevit Courts, 
and the case had been carried up to the United 
States Supreme Court, which sustained the de- 
eigion of the lower courts. 

THE SNUFF WAS THIRTY YEARS OLD, 
No revenue-tax had ever been paid on it, the 
snuft baving been heid in the firm’s warchouse 
ever since it was manufactured. The tax on 
the snuff at this time was 16 cents a pound, 
making the tax on the whole quantity $2,880. 
The snuff could not be sold for enough to pay 
haif of the tax, being oid and having lost its 
strength. It was accordingly, by the instruc- 
tions of the Commissiouer of Internal Revenue, 
placed on board of the steamer Thomas Collyer 
today and taken outside of Sandy Hook, where 
u portion of it was thrown overbord, the re- 
mainder having been consumed in the furnaves 
of the steamer ou the way down.

Tun controversy on the Board of Trade 
over the proposed rule to make winter wheat 
deliverable on contracts for the same or in- 
ferior grades of spring wheat was ended 
yesterday by a vote of 560 against to 556 for 
the proposition. The result indicates that 
the gamblers and scalpers bold the control 
of the board by a very frail tenure, and the 
time is not very distant when Chicago will 
offer attractions to all wheat of good quality 
without limiting the market to one speculat- 
ive grade. There is a broader question in- 
volved than the mere squabbie over “ cor- 
ners.” The stock of spring wheat which 
reaches this market is growing smaller year 
by year, owing to the increased consump- 
tion by the millers of the Northwest, and ad- 
herence in trade to this class of wheat ex- 
clusively will ultimately destroy the impor- 
tance of this city as a wheat market. The 
interest of actual receivers and shippers, the 
transportation companies, and the mercantile 
classes geverally, is to enlarge, instead of 
diminishing, the volume of grain handled at 
this pointpand the speculators, dealing in 
visionary futures, must sooner or later give 
way to the material interests of the commu- 
nity.

Tun New York World is devoting its 
leisure moments to ciphering out a large 
majority for the Bourbons in the next House 
of Representatives. It foots ub 188 Bour- 
bons to 187 Republicans and five Greeeback- 
ers, and one of the latter it puts down from 
Vermont! It gives the Bourbons seven mem- 
bers from Virginia, the Republicans two, 
and the Mahone Readjusters none, whereas 
the coalition is pretty sure of electing six, 
against three Bourbons. The Repub- 
licans have now three members from 
Tennessee. The World cuts the number 
down to two in the next House, but gives no 
reason for the political revolution in that 
State going backward. We think there is 
much more probability of the Republicans 
electing four or five members than of being 
reduced to two. The World claims eight 
Democrats from Illinois, when they would 
be willing to compromise on seven, and don’t 
look for more than six. It also claims 
five Democrats in California, and concedes 
the Republicans one; but the latter fee! quite 
confident of electing four, now that the Chi- 
nese question is satisfactorily settled. It 
claims both members fer Florida, but the 
Republicans are pretty sure of electing one. 
It gives the Democrats three in Maine, the 
Greenbackers one, and the Republicans none. 
As the four will de elected on a general 
ticket, the chances are largely in favor of 
the Republicans electing the four by hand- 
some majorities. We need not follow the 
World’s extravagant figuring any further. 
About this timetwo years ago it was em- 
ployed In the same way manufacturing a 
Democratic majority in Congress, and its 
simulated confidence increased steadily down 
to the day of the election, and then exploded 
into smoke,

Tue uneasiness of Judge Davis in view 
of the prolonged opposition to his Court of 
Appeals bill has caused, much amusement 
in the Senate and thé galleries. The bill has 
been under discussion ten days. The speeches 
against it have proceeded mainly from Call 
and Jones of Florida, Morgan of Alabama, 
George of Mississippi, and Butler of South 
Carolina. The last-nam ed saw fit yesterday 
to disclaim any intention to offer a factious 
opposition to the bill, but the sincerity of 
this disclaimer is doubted by Judge Davis 
and other members of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee. It is sus pected that there has been a 
purpose on the part of Morgan and Butler to 
obstruct the passage of the bil) in order to 
punish Judge Davis for his share in the co- 
alition which resuited in his elevation to the 
Presidency pro tem. of the Senate and the 
appointment of Repubiican committees. 
Senator Davis was so evidently impressed 
with this idea that he thought it wise yester- 
day to say that the scheme of intermediate 
Appellate Courts was not original with 
him. It was proposed in substance by 
Judge Douglas when he was a Senator 
from Illinois. Senator Harris, of Tennessee, 
iatroduced a similar bill, and procured its 
passage through the Upper Chamber. Mr. 
McCrary, introduced in the Lower House a 
measure almost identical in terms though 
notin language with the present pill, and 
had it favorably reported from the Judiciary 
Committee. The bill now in the Senate was 
drafted by Judge Davisand Judge Drum- 
mond, but the idea is twenty-five years old. 
Itisevident the Senate will pass the bill 
without amendment as soon as a vote can be 
reached. In the absence of any provision 
for the previous question, that cannot be 
done until the vocal powers of each Senator 
disposed to speak are exhausted. Call, 
Jones, and Morgan have heretofore proved to 
be public nuisances from their unlimited

never before have ventured to abuse the 
Privilege oftheir position to such an extent 
as during the consideration of this bill.

THERE was a scene of extraordinary in- 
terest in the French Academy the other day 
when M. Pasteur, whose wonderful discov- 
eries in the germ theory and its applicability 
to the cure of disease are now agitating the 
whole scientific world, was admitted as a 
member. What gave special interest to the 
occasion was the fact that M. Pasteur, who is 
au idealist, had to eulogize his predecessor, 
M. Littre, who was a positivist, and that M. 
Renan, the President of the academy, who, 
as every one knows, is a materialist and the 
most brilliant of skeptics, had to reply. All 
the celebrities of Paris who are members of 
the academy were in attendance to greet a 
man who is the glory of France in science, 
and has reached his eminent position with- 
out dabbling in politics or becoming infected 
with thatspirit of skepticism which is now 
80 rampant in France. His speech is repre- 
sented to have a great triumph, and M. 
Renan even failed in comparison with it. 
One correspondent says it was a touching 
sight to see that refined Intellect trying by 
incisive irony to tear away the souls of his 
auditors from the charm of the Infinit, when 
the touching words of M. Pasteur had pro- 
claimed the supreme hope of believers.

BOURBON OPPOSITION TO THE COURT 
OF APPEALS. 


The only determined opposition in the 
Senate to Judge Davis' bill creating United 
States Appellate Courts comes from the 
Southern Bourbon Senators. This oppo- 
sition is not based upon principle nor even 
expediency, but simply upon a question of 
party advantage. It is not denied that there 
isa most urgent necessity for relieving the 
Supreme Court of the accumulation of busi- 
ness to which it cannot possibly give its at- 
tention. It is admitted that an Increase in 
the number ef the Supreme Judges cannot 
materially facilitate the dispatch of busi- 
ness, because each case is reviewed by the 
full court. Strong constitutional objections 
are conceded to lie against the proposition 
to divide the Supreme Court into chambers. 
Judge Davis backs his bill with his long ex- 
perience as a jurist, and in this instance 
commands the respect due to an expert. 
His plan is indorsed by the Judiciary Com- 
mittee of the Senate, which is made up of 
the first lawyers of the land, and 
it has the approval of the Supreme 
Court. Noone disputes that the Appellate 
Court scheme would provide the desired 
remedy. Yet the Southern Senators, led by 
Morgan, who is trying to talk the bill to

death, are stubbornly opposed to its passage. 


Why? Because, forsooth, if it should be- 
come a law the President would have the ap- 
pointment of eighteen additional Judges 
(two for each circuit), and would select Re- 
publicans ! 

There has never been a more extraordinary 
exhibit of partyism even by the Bourbons. 
Uere is a measure of relief which the best 
interests of the country demand, It comes 
in a shape which the Democrats would wel- 
comeif they were in power. It is of equal 
advafitage to all litigants whether they be 
Democrats or Republicans. But the South- 
ern Bourbons say it must not pass because a 
number of Republican lawyers would 
thereby be called to the bench. There 
is something disgusting about such a 
party sepirit: it is an essential part of 
the greed and selfishness which operate so 
potently te keep the Democratic party in the 
minority. It is also shortsighted and un- 
reasoning. The Democrats will succeed to the 
control of the United States courts when- 
ever they shall establish their party firmly in 
the confidence of the people. Itis not the 
young men who are called to the higher 
United States courts. If the Democratic 
party can obtain control of the Government, 
and hold it beyond a single term, it will be 
able to fill many vacancies in the United 
States courts, and all the more if an Appel- 
late Court shall be established. Certainly it 
is preposterous that the country shall be 
denied adequate Court facilities because the 
Democrats are not strong enough to obtain 
control of the appointing power. 

If the effect of the proposed bill were gen- 
erally understood, a strong popular pressure 
would be brought to bear upon Congress in 
favor of its passage. The people in the 
South would be found to approve it as well 
as the people of the North. It would estab- 
lish ten courts of final jurisdiction over 
United States cases, instead of one court as 
thereisnow. In all cases involving not 
more than $10,000, in which there should be 
no question as to the construction of the Con- 
stitution, a treaty, or a law of the United 
States, the decision of the Appellate 
Court would be  conclasive. Thus 
in the great bulk of litigation there 
would be a court of final resort 
in every eircuit, hoiding two regular ses- 
sions a year in the centra! cities of the coun- 
try and disposing of private disputes axpe- 
ditiously and cheaply. This is precisely 
what the people want. It is ridiculous that 
the Supreme Court of the Nation should be 
occupied in determining diaputes concern- 
ing a difference of perhaps not more than 
$100 in a $5,000 transaction, especially when 
the docket of that tribunal is loaded down 
with more than 1,200 cases, many of them of 
great importance to whole communities. 
The Supreme Court, by the passage of Judge 
Davis’ bill, would be able to resume the 
function to which it was originally assigned 
—viz.: the consideration and final determi- 
nation of important law questions. 

Each of the proposed Courts of Appeal 
would start out with more business than the 
Supreme Court had during the first twenty- 
five years of its existence. Each would 
serve a constituency of about six millions of 
people, Each would be presided over by one 
of the Supreme Judges, associated with 
whom there would be three Circuit and two 
District Judges of the United States courts. 
Such a tribunal would undoubtedly com- 
mand popular confidence in the disposal of 
the minor litigation, even though the Judges 
were Republicans. It would no langer re- 
quire years in time and vast sums of money 
to push a case to final adjudication. It is 
exasperating to think that the people may be 
deprived of the advantages which Judge 
Davis’ plan offers because Vemocratic voll- 
tlelans in Congress do not want Republicans 
appointed to office. Thisis carrying party 
spirit to such an extreme that it will be con- 
demned by the Democratic masses as well as 
the Republican masses. 


THE GENEVA AWARD BILL. 

The Geneva Award bill came up in the 
House of Representatives yesterday as a 
special order, and will be considered from 
day to day until disposed of. The bill re- 
ported from the Judiciary Committee is sub- 
stantially the measure which the Maine 
Representatives have been urging on the at- 
tentioh of the Lower House ever since the 
original commission expired. Blaine, Frye, 
and Reed have championed it in turn. Frye 
once carried it through the House in the 
face of an adverse report from the Judiciary 
Committee. Reed, who is now Chairman of 
the Judiciary Committee, has accepted it as 
a legacy, and is now pressing it with all his 
powers. It provides, first, for the payment 
of losses caused by the exculpated cruisers; 
second, for the indemnification of shippers 
and shipowners who paid war premium 
rates. 

The bill excludes the insurance companies, 
The Senate has always insisted that the 
claims of the insurance companies should 
have priority. Bills to accomplish this have 
repeatedly passed that body as bills for the 
benefit of the war-premium men have several 
times been put through the House. Thus 
the conflicting claims of the sufferérs from 
the exculpated cruisers, the war-premium 
men, and insurance companies have de- 
Stroyed each other. Meanwhile, the undis- 


| tributed part of the Geneva award, amount- 


Ing, with interest, to more than $11,000,000, 
has been covered into the Treasury, and its 
identity has been lost. 

There are very many who believe that it 
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distribution ‘say, formed no part of fhe 
original award, and there is no more reason 
why the sufferers in this class should be in- 
demnified than there is for the payment of 
losses caused on land by the necessary acts 
of war. The Government refuses to pay for 
the military oegupation of buildings in the 
rebellious States, or for any other of the 
natural consequences of a war. Why should 
it give to persons who suffered from warlike 


j acts on the high Seas a special privilege or 


exemption? ‘The claims of the war- premium 
men are manifestly a species of consequen- 
tial damages which were explicitly ex- 
cluded by the arbitrators, and though 
in equity these claims are the strong- 
est that have been presented of their class, 
they do not attach to the Geneva award more 
than to any other money in the Treasury. 
The claime of the insurance companies have 
been held to be within the scope of the 
treaty, and there is less equity in them than 
in any of the others. The insurance com- 
panies were recouped by the war premiums, 
or it they were not it was their own fault. 
None of the claims are sound either in law 
or equity. If the Government shall let the 
money remain where it is, no substantial 
wrong will be done to anybody. The Dill 
will probably pass the House and fail in the 
Senate, though Frye, who is a member of 
that body, will make a strenuous fight for it.

AN IDLE BANKRUPT PROPOSITION. 

Modern civilization—indeed, we may say 
Christian civilization—has wrestled for cent- 
uries with the simple proposition, What shall 
be done with a man who finds himself un- 
able to pay his depts? There is a law in 
each of the thirty-eight sovereign States of 
this Union providing a legal remedy for this 
condition of things—a condition that is as 
common and as universal as is the existence 
of debt itself. Ail these laws are compara- 
ative failures, because the law is not the 
same in any two States, and because the 
jurisdiction of each law applies only within 
the territorial limits of one State, and be- 
cause the creditors of a man are generally 
residents of several States. To meet this 
difficulty the Constitution provided that there 
might be a general law, applicabie alike in 
all States, under which the estate of a fail- 
ing debtor might be destributed among his 
creditors and the debtor released. 

In discussing this question a professional 
teacher of the science of law has in several 
publications called attention to the way in 
which the ancient code of Rome disposed of 
this matter. Under that law when a debtor 
was unable to pay his debts a creditor ap- 
plied to the judicial authority, which decreed 
that an officer of the court should take pos- 
session of the debtor’s estate and offer it fer 
sale to that creditor, or number of creditors, 
or others who would offer the highest price 
therefor; and having thus converted the 
estate into cash, immediately apply the 
proceeds among the creditors in proportion 
to their claims. This ended the matter. The 
whole proceeding occupied butafew days 
or hours, the expense was inconsiderable, 
the whole business costing but little, and the 
debtor obtaining his discharge at once, 

Under the modern judicial system the 
struggle has been made to improve upon this 
ancient Roman code, and the enlightened 
civilization of our own time and country has 
in fact accomplished this. The writer to 
whom we have referred suggests that the 
best thing that Congress can do in the way 
of a bankrupt law is to adopt that which 
prevailed under the Roman system. Sucha 
suggestion is an idle one, and that it should 
be proposed by a person professing to bea 
lawyer is altogethér surprising. 

The laws of modern civilization are framed 
and enacted by a trade-union. Making laws, 
expounding laws, and administering laws is 
now a profession or trade. The members of 
this trade, or handicraft, are trained to the 
practice of their art; the people who are to 
be governed by these laws, and whose rights, 
liberties, and property are subject to these 
laws, are required to employ one or more 
weber of this profession to defend their 
rights, or property, or liberty, whenever 
some other member of the profession is em- 
ployed to assail them. These laws made by 
the legal profession have as a point essential 
to their validity and usefulness the establish- 
ment of a body of clients as numerous as is 
the body of persons in the community who 
have any property, and as the employment 
of a lawyer is necessary in all business trans- 
actions the profits and earnings of the pro- 
fession largely exceed in the aggregate the 
cost of ail the branches of the Government 
including all the taxes levied for all purposes 
State, National, and local. 

A National bankrupt law, if framed, must 
be framed by lawyers, all of necessity being 
members in good standing of the legal trade- 
union. The essential principle underlying 
all law framed under modern civilization is 
that the law shall first provide for the inter- 
est of the craft. Why should a bankrupt 
law be an exception to this rule, and why 
should that fundamental principle be vio- 
lated in this instance? A bankrupt law has 
always a liberal necessity for its use, but in 
seasons of serious or general depression 
calamity, or distress, then the necessity be- 
comes general, It includes in its sweep not 
only debtors of humble means, but traders 
and dealers with business of great magni- 
tude, and also corporations whose property 
is computed not only hy millions but by 
scores of millions, 

Are the members of the legal profession 
less than human? Is it not a maxim that he 
who does not provide for his own interest is 
worse than the héathen and the infidel? In 
framing a bankrupt law why should the 
legal trade-union overlook the fact or neg- 
lect the opportunity of providing for the 
trade in tf execrtion of such law? In a 
Season of National distress the estates of 
one-half the debtors—individual, firm, and 
corporate—of the country must pass through 
the bankrupt courts. If the legal profes- 


siop, with that. providential care for the 


great mass of the people which is the dis- 
tinguishing trait of the trade, and which is 
so conspicuous ou the face of every statute, 
in framing a bankrupt law shall mercifully 
give the unfortunate debtor an escape from 
his bonds, and at the same time secure to the 
creditor some Allowance, why should the 
trade overlook the obligations which society 
owes to the humanity®and skill thus exer- 
cised in its behalf? It is written that the 
laborer is worthyof his hire, and when that 
laborer is at thé same time the lawmaker 
why should he omit a proper provision for 
himself ? 

There have been bankrupt laws before, 
and the legal trades-unions which framed 
then did not fail to indicate in those laws 
the wide difference between the lawmakers 
of Pagan days and those of the present en- 
lightetied age. The Pagan law settled an 
estate, satisfied the creditors, and discharged 
the bankrupt in ten days without the inter- 
vention of a lawyer or cost to the estate. 
The bankruptey law framed by the legal 


union at Washington made it necessary that 


an applicant, before being permitted to even 
enter court, should pay down a sum in cash 
equal to 5 per cent of the gross avérage 
value of the majority of the estates, 
Having paid his entrance fee, the debtor 
was entitled under the law to en- 
joy all the performances of the legal 


cireus so long as his estate furnished | 
money enough to pay the fees of the legal | 
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the estate was exh he 
out of the cireus as an 


bankrupt court. This mode of settling bank- 
rupt estates being a clear evasion of the just 
rights of the legal profession and of the mak- 
ers of the law, the latter vindicated the dig- 
nity of the craft by suddenly repealing the 
law, thus depriving the conspirme creditors 
and debtors of the legal ‘opportunity of sav- 
ing even a small percentage of the estates. 
The right to make the laws is inalienable 
inthe legal trade-union, and carries with it 
unlimited discretion. No trade-union of 
lawyers or others can be expected or ought 
to be expected to neglect. the interests of its 
own members. That is a superior obligation 
resting upon the conscience and the religious 
instincts of the members. The wisdom and 
the charity of the legal profession are so con- 
fessed that they are proclaimed as self-evi- 
dent truths in every hall of legislation from 
the forty-three Senate chambers to the 320 
Common Council halls in the land. No 
man disputesit. Every court of error in 
the Union affirms it. Why, then, should not 


that legal profession take care that the laws ) 


should never ov erlook or neglect its own in- 
terests or deprive its members of any oppor- 
tunity which they may feel disposed to take ? 
Why should the legal trade-union, with the 
game in their own hand, weakly yield to the 
cheap sentimentality called justice and hu- 
manity? The lawmaker should, poetically, 
be blind, but no more than any other man 
he required to be blind to his own interes 
To propose or suggest that the legal 
profession in this enlightened Repub- 
lic shall forego and abandon the wis 
dom and experience to which they 
owe their commanding position of makers of 
the law, and to adopt the old Pagan code for 
a prompt, inexpensive, honest, and equitable 
division of bankrupt estates is not only in- 
sulting and presumptuous, but may be fitly 
described as idiotic. 
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THE DISTRICT APPROPRIATION BILL. 

Ketcham, of New York, a member of the 
House Appropriations Committee, introduced 
the District of Columbia bill yesterday, and 
explained its provisions in a speech three- 
quarters of an hourlong. Mr. Ketcham is a 
careful and industrious member. He has 
been a District Commissioner, and is familiar 
with the practical details of the local Gov- 
ernment. His speech, as it appears in print, 
is an excellent statement of the condition of 
the District Government and its wants. But 
in the delivery not a word that fell from the 
orator’s lips could be heard at a distance of 
ten feet. In the galleries his speech could 
be seen but not heard. His lips moved, but 
not a word, nota syllable, reached the Speak- 
er, or the clerks, or half a dozen of the mem- 
bers. It was an extremely comical proceed- 
ing. A blind man would have supposed that 
there was no business before the House.

Jie said that it 
was extravagant, that nocommunity not ac- 
customed to rely upon the bounty of the 
Government would spend so large a sum of 
money, and that the habits of dependence 
bredin the people of the District by tne 
present system were demoralizing. The bill 
appropriates $3,400,000, which for a popu- 
lation of 180,000—less than one-third that 
of Chicago—is certainly a liberal sum. 
The General Government pays one-half of 
this amount, and the other half is raised by 
taxation. It is said the Government owns 
one-half of all the property in the District, 
and that it is justly charged with one-half 
the cost of maintaining the municipality, but 
the local Government is of little service to 
the United States. The public buildings are 
policed by watchmen employed by the United 
States. The schools are maintained for the 
sole benefit of residents. Nearly all the other 
expenses are for strictly local purposes. The 
appropriation is not, however, very burden- 
some, and it is partly justified by the fact that 
it gives the colored people of the District 
school facilities that they would otherwise 
be deprived of. More than une-third of the 
whole appropriation, or $1,200,000, is required 
for interest and sinking-fund account of the 
District debt. The debt of the District is now 
$21,800,000, one-half of which is assumed by 
the General Government. The 3.65 loan em- 
braces two-thirds of the outstanding in- 
debtedness. The whole debt is to be ex- 
tinguished by the operation of the sinking- 
fund when the bonds mature in 1924, 
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PASTEUR’S DISCOVERIES. 

Prof. Wheeler, of the Lawrence Univer- 
sity, has contributed an article to one of our 
contemporaries setting forth the discoveries 
of Pasteur, the great French scientist, with 
reference to the origin and treatment of 
zymotic diseases. His article contains some 
details that are new and throws fresh light 
upon the importance of Pasteur’s investiga- 
tions, 

All zymotic diseases have long been sup- 
posed to originate from fermentation, and 
Pasteur started from this point by showing 
“that all fermentation is due to organic 
germs, that such sort of fermentation is 
caused by a specific sort of germ,” and that 
these germs are continually in the air and 
only need to find their proper soil to be re- 
produced and indefinitly multiplied. The 
presence of these living organisms and their 
agency in producing disease have been suf- 
ficiently attested by actual observations with 
the microscope, by the process of “culture” 
which increases the size of these organisms 
until they are visible, and by the fact that in- 
oculation with fluids from an infected ani- 
mal will not produce the disease if the fluid 
is taken before the time necessary for the 
development of the bacteria. To show the 
terrible tenacity of life and the equally terri- 
bie power of disseminating death possessed 
by these bacteria, Prof. Wheeler quotes one 
of Pasteur’s experiments as follows:

A GERMAN chemist has invented a process 
which is intended to render to woolens, cottons, 
and cheap silks a service similar to that which 


in a clear solution of caustic soda or potash, by 
which they are rapidly dissolved. The solution 
is then diluted by the addidon of distilled water 
—more or less, as the “ plating” is to be heavy 
or light. The cotton or linen fabrics are then 
placed in a bath of this liquid, in which they are 
said rapidly to become coated with the silk, when 
they are taken out and dried. This process is 
repeated a number of times, the bath veing di- 
luted each time. Finally the goods are left for 
two hours in a strong bath of sulphurie acid, in 
which they are kept in constaut motion, after 
which they are thoroughly rinsed with water, 
pressed hot, beaten, and stretched, to bring out 
the lustre and gloss. just as all-silk goods are 
said to be treated. By this process it is claimed 
that not only cotton and woolen, but—what is 
apparently much more likely—dull, lustreless, 
low-priced silks can be treated with a solution 
of better and more lustrous silk, and be rendered 
scarcely distinguishabie fam the best goods. 
The precipitated silk is said to adhere firmly.

For the opinion you express ot the sincerity of 
my condemnation of the murderers, and for 
your belief that Mr. Parnell, Mr. Dillon, and my- 
self are guiltiessof an alliance with the assasins. 
Iam thankful.” In answer to the Standard's 
request to come forward and make a clean 
breast of information that would throw light on 

murder, Davitt recalis the fact that he came 
out of Portland Prison at 3 o'clock Saturday 
afternoon, after having been confined in soli- 
tude for fifteen months, without seeing a news- 
paper or letter that did not pass through the 
hands of .the Governor of the prison. 
He rebuts the implication that he and 
other Leaguers must possess information that 
would enable the authorities to track the 
assasins. He declares that Parnell and Dilioa 
cannot lend any more assistance in bringmmg the 
assasias to justice than that given in their mani- 
fests. He agrees that a pilgrimage ought to be 
made through Ireland now to denounce the as- 
sasination until these hideous crimes are exor- 
cised from the land. He recalls the fact that. 
from the first initiation of the league, he warned 
the Irish people against outrages as the greatest 
danger to the movement. He says that when he 
delivered speeches in the United States from 
New York to San Francisco he did his best to lay 
the demon of revenge. He claims be always de- 
nounced violence, and refers to the reports of 
his addresees published by the Irish-American 
press, and made also 0by the Gov- 
ernment shorthand writers, for a verification 
of his statement. He continues: “ Whoever 
is responsible for my arrest, let him come for- 
ward and deciare on what grounds I was de- 
prived of liberty, or lie under the imputation of 
baving removed me because of my stand against 
the policy of conniving at murder and outrage. 
Had I been permitted to continue my crusade 
against the outrages, and to level ali the influ- 
ence of the Land League against murder and 
the mutilation of cattle, I could have prevented 
numbers of crimes which stain the name of Ire- 
land, and might have averted the horrible deed 
of Saturday last. Davitt refers Forster to the 
speech he (Davitt) made before bis arrest, in 
which he predicted the accumulation of crime 
that would result frow the policy Forster was 
pursuing, and held him responsible before God.

Closing Session of the Meeting of the 
Eigin Association of Congregational 
Churches.

Geneva, HI., May 10.—At the closing session 
of the Elgia Association of Congreranhonal 
Churehes the Geneva chureh was filled to over- 
flowing. 

The Rev. 8. J Humphrey, D. D., Secretary of 
the American Board of Foreign Missions, spoke 
in behalf of missions. He said the American 
Missionary Association was fortunate in its 
officers, its position, its work among the Freed- 
men, and its growing success. The American 
Home Missionary Society reports the receipt of 
$50,000 more this year than last, and 630,000 
more than in apy year of its history, 
showing that the Oongregational churches 
are thoroughiy alive to the religious 
interests of our country. The American Board 
of Foreign Missions hese gained in its fields 
abroad 143 per cent in the last ten years. The 
number of teachers and preachers it bas in 
training now is 400 per cent more than ia 1872, 
and the number of converts received annually 
has increased from less than 1,000 to more than 
2. 0. The churches are doing less for the work 
now by 5 3-5 per cent than the yearly average of 
the five years from 1872 to 1876. But the great 
gains abroad will soon stimulate them to en- 
large their gifte toa work which 60 manifcstiy 
has the biessing of God resting upon it. 

The Rev. G. 8. F. Savage, representing the 
Chicago Theologica! Seminary, spoke of the re- 
iation of the Seminary to all these benevulent 
societies in providing edecated and consecrated 
ministers for their service. Our theolegical 
seminary is, be said, a necessity to the success- 
ful prosecution of the bome and foreigu mission- 
ary work. Graduates of this seminary are at 
the bead of training schools abroad. He spoke 
of the early history of the seminary, as having 
ite birth in the miuds of members of this asso- 
ciaton—ootably the Rev, 8, Peet—of its growth 
and present condition, of hts finanees and 
the successful completion of the professur- 
ship fund of $8.00, of its allume in 
number—wbo are doing work in neariy 
every State and Territory of the Union, and 
in foreign fields. Me spoke of its eucouraging 
character, of the anniversary and trienniai con- 
vention meetings recently held, and ciosed by 
an appeal for the consecranon of the choicest 
sons of the Church to the work of the Gospel 
ministry, showing the need of increased num- 
bers of theological students. 

PROF. WEBSTER 

spoke briefly upon the query, Why do I be- 
lheve?”’ e said, Be ready always and give « 
reason for the hope and belief we have. Why 
dol believe in Christ? Some say we believe 
blindly without reason, and because father and 
mother told me to so beileve. He gioried that 
be had parents who believed and had the cour- 
age of their convictions and taught him.

THE AMERICAN BOY. 


WHAT THE “STAATS-ZEITUNG” HAS TOSAY 
ABOUT HIM. 

The following editorial was printed in yester- 
day’s Staats-Zettuny: 

Tae OCnIcaGo TRIBUNE is complaining bitter- 
ly at the present time that the trades in America 
have become the exclusive property of foreign 
workmen; that the trades unions consist ex- 
ciusively of such strangers. and, on account of 
the restrictive measures adopted by the unions, 
an American boy has no chance to learn a trade 
except in the penitentiary; for, in most trades, 
the taking of apprentices is hampered by the 

Thus the sous of Americans 
are forced to earn their living in some other way 
than through hohest manual labor- to become 
clerks. agents, commercial travelers, speculators, 

to rely more on fortune than the work 
of their hands. 

The simplest reply to this complaint would be 
that it is not the tyraunv of foreigners which 
banishes Americans from manual labor, but itis 
the distaste of Americans for it, the result of 


clusively into the hands of foreign mechanics. 
If the Americans had had any taste for manual 
labor foreigners would never have succeeded in 
driving them out of that field. The truth is that 
they hever bada taste for manual labor, and 
were very glad when the t influx of emi- 
grants put them in a posi to quit that busi- 


ness. 
For the American boy is absolutely lacking in 
the quiet persistency, patience, and endurance 
which are needful for the thorough mastery of 
a trade. Just say to such a boy chat he bas to 
work four or five years for hw board merely 
and he would laugh impudentiy in your face. 
What! he, a free son of America, be subjected 
for years as au apprentice to a despised * Dutch- 
man or e whet makmg a cent of 
money out of it! mere intimation appears 
absurd to him. His pride vunsists in earning 
money without working with his hands, at a 
time when he has hardly learned his A B C’s— 
in earning it as acash-boy oras a player in a 
:; and there is always pres- 
i thought that 
may way climb up 
to be a merchant prince who controls millions. 
If be possesses any manual dexterity he doesn't 
use it to learn a trade, but to invent some appli- 
ance or machine by which labor can be saved, 
even if it is oniyan improved bootjack or cork- 
screw. Of the thousands of new inventions 
which are patented yearly bardly a tent are of 
any permanent value, and burdiy one in a nun- 
dred makes its inventor a rich man. But that 
doesn’t keep the tens of thousands of Americans 
from torturi their ins to patent inven- 
they will draw the 
prize. mn sbort, the Americans 
strik similarity to the Jews 
of Eastern urope, 1 * one out of 
a hundred of whom earns his living exciusively 
by manual labor. The German shoemaker 
makes shoes; the German tailor makes ciothes, 
The American merchant tailor or sboe dealer 
speculates only with the production of the labor 
of others, and it is all one to him whether he 
deals in boots and shoes,or drugs, or ready- 
made clothing, or books, pictures, etc. | 
the trades unions will not dave Ameri- 
ean boys as apprentices is perhaps explained by 
the fact that these boys are almost without ex- 
ception presuming fellows who, before they 
Dave learnt the trade, want to know every“ 
thing at once, and look down contemptuousiy 
on steady borers. When such a boy bas 
looked on for balf a year or a whole year, and 
seen how others do it, he feels irresistibiy in- 
clined to set up for himseif, and to play the 
master. He hires a shop, gets some goods, puts 
up bis signs, and sets to work in his own fash- 
2 2 he stands behind the counter, takes 
orders, has them éxecuted by a “ Dutch- 
man or au Irishman, whom be has hired. He 
merely bosses the job and pockets the profits. 
In order to make American boys good work- 
men it is necessary before all else that their 
parents should be educated to a recognition of 
the value and dignity of manual labor. That is 
—— So long as American parents are hap- 
py and proud in the fact that their cub, long be- 
ore he has come of age, is earning money 
through speculation; as long as they consider 
the empty-headed counter- —＋ be can 
hardly do a five-figuresum without WSing pencil 
and paper, far more respectable ple than the 
bonestest and most d ut workmen, 80 long 
will there be no merican apprentices— 
so long will the dishonesty which springs 
from this lust for gain, and which leads to fraud, 
disbonesty. and cheating, yearly thousands 
of Americans to those i tutions in which 
they ieave to learn a trade—that is, the peniten- 
tiaries. The American boy speculates in a lut- 
tery in which the great prize consists of the 
possession of millions or blanks in situations in 
the penitentiaries, and there are more bianks

There is another point which must not be over- 
looked. It is that through the inoredibleexten- 
per 
se has unde u great change. In a 
number of everything has become 
precegrork. It almost seems as if the breed of 
those workmen who of old could make a com- 
piete valuable articie is dying out. Where is 
now the locksmith who can make, after his own 
Plaus, with pleasure in his work, such perfect 
» articles as we find in the collections of the 
artistic productions of omer days? 
the watchmaker who can wake those astonishb- 
ing works whose value bas multiplied 100 foid 
since they were made? Where are the gold. sil- 
ver, and copper smiths of other days who were 
reckoved among the artists of their time? 
The piace of the artistic spirit has been taken 
by the work of the machine. Instead of 
the self-thinking and creating artisan, 
we have the machine-shop man who, year in 
and year out, reproduces the forms which are 
prescribed to him. The shoemaker buys his up- 
pers, which have been sewed on a machine, and 
simply fits the sdies to them. The tioner doesn’t 
make tin goods. He simply deals in those which 
have been made by machinery. Aud 80 it is 
more or less in all trades. In such a state of 
affairs there is hardly room for apprentices in 
the old meaning of the word, no matter whether 
they are sons of emigrants or of native Amer- 
icans. Not until free artistic manual labor 
able to obtain its rights 
machine-made wares, which 
iy possible. and which is certainly to de hoped 
for, will manual labor, in the highest sense of 
the word, live aguin. Whether American boys 
will ever have more taste for it than they do 
now is very doubtful. 


IT IS TRUE IN GREAT PART. 

Tun TRIpuNE does not disagree essentially 
with very much that is stated in the above ar- 
ticle from the Staats- Zeitung. although it is writ- 
ten from a cynical standpoint and exaggerates 
unduly some of its statements, which are never- 
theless based on fact. It is true that a great 
number of American boys are actuated by feeli- 
ings such as those described by the Staats-Zet- 
tung—toploftica! feelmgs, a contempt for manual 
labor, and a desire for short cuts to wealth; but 
it is only true of a part ot them, perbaps only of 
a considerable minority. There are uuquestion- 
ably tens of thousands of American boys who 
would be very lad to learn useful trades 
if there were any way for them to do it—if auy 
door were open; but there is none in this coun- 
try, and they seem to be looked on as unwel-

THE FIRST’S “ VETS.” 


Formation of a Veteran Corps of the 
Ex-Miembers of the First Regiment 
I. N. G. ' 

Ata meeting of the Board of Officers of the 
First Regiment Iutfantey, I. N. G., beld at the 
armory on the evening ot May 6, the following 
preamble and resolutions were adopted: 

Wueneas, This regiment, baving been in ex- 
istence for nearly eight years, during which pe- 
riod a large number of its members Have been 
honorably discharged for expiration of term of 
service and for various other causes, and it be- 
ing considered of importance to this command 
that these ex-members become identified witn it 
as a veteran corps, and further, that active 
members of the regimeut may be stimulated to 
a faithful performance of their duties in the 
hope of ultimately enfoliing themselves in this 
bonorable corps: therefore be it 

ved, That the ex-members referred to be 
invited and authorized to form such an organ- 
ization, to be known and designated “ 

Veteran Corps of the First Regiment of la- 

fantry, I. N. G.“ 

Resolved, Tuat the follow qualifications will 
eutitle any ex-member of this regiment to join 
its veteran Corps: 

I. That any officer or member who has served 
five years in any capacity be cligible. 

2. That any rwho has served as a field 
officer be eligible. 

3. Thatany officer who has served for the 
e, for which he was elected or appointed be 
eliugibie. 

4. That any officer elected for a fixed period, 
who received a promotion and served io bis sev- 
eral positions the period for which he was elect- 
ed, be eligihle. 

5. That auy member who joined the regiment 
prior to January, 1875, and served to the date of 
the adoption of the military code—to-wit: July 
I. 1877, ve eligible. 

Acting upon this invitation about twenty-five 
ex-members met last evening. pursuant to a call, 
in the room of Company G at the armory on 
Jackson street. The meeting was calied to or- 
der by Lieut. Lovejoy, and Capt. Koch was 
chosen Chairman. J. T. Hoyne was elected 
temporary Secretary. 

In taking the chair, Capt. Koch explained the 
object of the meeting as stated in the preamble 
adopted by the Board of Officers. He thought 
some sort of adeciaration should be drawa up 
which the gentiemen could sign, declaring 
thereby their intention to join the veteran corps 
and allowmg them the privilege of becoming 
charter members. 

On motion of Capt. Larrabee, the chair ap- 

nted Capt. Larrabee, John T. Hoyne, and 
ret. Ayars a committee to draw up such a dec- 
laradon. 

The committee re a suitable documen 
but before it was adopted Dr. Milier propou 
the quesuon.whetber the Veteran Corps should 
be under the direction of the Board of Officers 
or should make its own rules. 

Col. Williams said he had talked with the offi- 
cers and lieved they wanted the proposed 
Veteran Corps to organize and govern itself. 

Capt. Koch said the deciaration he proposed 
was merely in the nature of an expression of 
sympathy with the movement, and to show who 
wus identified with it. 

On motion of Capt. Mi a committee con- 
sisting of Dr. Milier, Col Williams, and Capt. 
Miles was appointed by the Chair to wait upon 
the Board of Officers, who were meeting at the 
time, and ask them to withdraw their original 
resolution and simply invite the veterans to form 
a veteran cor 

While this committee was absent the Secretary 
read a letter from Gen. 5. B. Sherer, who was in 
Aurora, expressing deep sympathy with the 
movement and extending his best wishes. 

Maj. Bangs moved that seven men present be 
appointed to form a nucleus of the Veteran 
Corps, that they be given power to elect 
other members regarding whose eligibility there 
was no doubt. 

The motion prevailed, and the following were 
elected members: Maj. Bangs, Capt. Lartabee, 
Dr. Miller, Capt. Milis, Col. Williams, ret. 
Ayars, and Lieut. Lovejoy. 

mittee on Consultation returned at 
this poiat, and Col. Williams reported that the 
board had rescinded their original resoluuon 
and readopted the first two sections of it, leavy- 
ing the question of eligibility out. The report 
was adopted. 
seven members of the corps already 
elected were authorized to elect good men who 
had served five years, and were instructed to 
report a constitution and by-laws at the meet- 
ing for organization, which is to be heid as soon 
as the corps bas fifty members. 

The meeting adjourned, and the members ot 
the corps met and added to their number a few 
that were present.

The Spars of the Sunken Steam-barge

WILLIAM SOOY SMITH. 
THE HUDSON RIVER TUNNEL-BAD STATE 
OF THE GOVERNMENT BULLDING,. 

Gen. William Soof Smith, the well-known 
civil engineer, accompanied by his wife, arrived 
at the Leland Hotel last evening, where a TrIB- 
UNE reporter bad a quiet and pleasant chat with 
the gentleman. 

“ How is the Hudson River Tunnel progress- 
ing?” asked the re 

“Very nicely, very nicely indeed,“ replied 
Gen. Smith. The work das proceeded about 
1,000 feet from the Ne Jersey Shore. On the 
New York side it has not yet fairly begun. They 
have got outside the esisson and started one 
tunnel; but the work is more difficult in its 
character than it is on the Jersey side. The ma- 
terial of the soil is sand and gravel, with a slight 
admixture of clay, whieh admits of free perco- 
lation of both air and water through it. The 
ground on the Jersey side is a mixture of very 
fine sand and clay, forming a silt, which is al- 
most impervious to water.“ 

* When will the work be completed?” 

“That is very difficult to say. If they make 
the same progress that they are making now, 
and meet with no serious accident, the work 
could be finished in a couple of years. The cost 
of the work when completed it is 8 
just now to estimate correctly, but up 
present time it has not been excessive.” 

“ What are your future intentions?” 

“T shall be here most of the time. My rela- 
tions with the Tunnel Company have changed.” 

“You don’t mean to say that you have 
parted?” 

“Yes, sir. There was a difference of opinion 
as to the p vution of the work on the New 
York side which resulted in my resignation. I 
made a tender to do the deep-water portion of 
the work by contract at a fixed price, and that 
tender has been favorably considered by the 
company, but as yet they have not delinitiy pre- 
pared to accept it.

PRESIDENTS ADDRESS. 


the Chairman read the annual address, as fol- 
lows: 

GENTLEMEN, MEMBERS OF THE WESTERN GAS 
ASSOCIATION: This our fifth annual meeting 
brings us together once more to compare notes 
and mutually give and take such information as 
we individually may have learned in our e re- 
spective branches of gas management. 

The year just past has been more than usually 
successfully to ail well-managed gas undertak- 
ings. On every hand we bear the same report— 
increased sales and a demand for extension in 
both manufacturing and distributing. So much 
has this been the case in some cities that the 
engineer in charge has no time to devote to any 
purpose but desigaine and erect pew plant. 

Now what bas led to ali this? There must be 
some reasons besides the natural increase of 
population and improvement in trade. 

think our anoual meetings of this and kin- 
dred societies have added more than a widow's 
mite, from the fact hat A chiel’s amang us 
takin’ notes, and faith he prints them; also 
when five or six of us sit down socially after our 
business meetings and tell our little troubles in 
the past year to each other; that is when we get 
our returns in the shape of information that we 
could obtain from no other source; and the 
very kind of information that enabies us to re- 
duce expenses and by so doing lower the selling 
price of our specialty. 

Another thing that has largely heiped to bring 
about our present prosperity is the suggestions 
thrown outat meetings by such men at Bray 
Sugg, the Siemens Bros., our own Munzinger and 
Goodwin, and a hundred others who have spent 
a large amount of time and money in develop- 
ing their special inventions for the more scien- 
tific consumption of gas. 

It is true that these men have mostly dad the 
object of money-making in view, but at tne 
same time they were doing their best to develop 
the use of gas in their respective lines of trade; 
and we as gas-managers are under great obli- 
gations to them, one and all. 

Their actions ought to stimulate us to cut off 
expense at every possible corner, and reduce 
the selling price of gas to the lowest cent that 
will allow fair rate of dividend. By so doing 
we shall help the consumers and at the same 
time help ourselves. 

These men, each in their respective lines of 
trade, have so developed thb use of gas in a sci- 
entific manner that it has now become a com- 
mon workshop tool, as much so as the lathe, the 
drill, or the anvil. 

We can now buy at reasonable rates gas- 
stoves that will broii a beefsteak without the 
use of butter better than by the use of a coal- 
fire with butter, and the gas-broiled steak will 
weigb enough more (there being less shrinkage) 
to pay for 

THE GAS USED TO BROIL IT. 

So also with gas engines. There are now in 
the market and at work gas engines developing 
au indicated horse power for 0 percent less 
coal than the best type of steam engines. 
Lamps and burners are now furnished to our 
hands, giving a light val to four standard 
candles for each cubicfoot of gas consumed 
from sixteen candie gas, 

It is useless for me to go over all the different 
ways of scrubbing and condensing gas, as most 
you are better imformred on the subject than 

am. 

My object in bringing this question before you 
for discussion today is to learn something. as I 
am about remodeling the scrubbing and wash- 
By gee at our works. 

pulled down’ and threw out of action some 
eight years ago a very efficient washer, as at 
that time washing gas was not fashionable. 

Now we seem to be going over the sa beaten 
ground again. Are we really progress in the 
washing of — 
residuais—coke and tar — continue to 
bring improved returns. Ammontacal liquors 
are looking up in price, so much 80 we in 
the West may yet be able to realize some of the 
good returns for the so-called impurity in coal 

8s that our Eastern and European triends have 
ad so far all to themselves. 

Lam credibly informed that some of our En- 

lish brethren dre so takiug care of the sulphur 

mpurities as to realize from them the cost of 
labor in purification. 

Now in Iilinois alone we have 50,000 square 
miles of gas coal formations, capabie of turning 
out 7,000 tons to the acre, and each ton contain- 
ing nearly ö per cent of sulphur. When we gas 
men take out that sulphur in a merchantabie 
form, and some of us will yet find out how to 
do it, then by what name will we be known? 

Will it be gas-men, sulphur extractors, tar 
and coke distillers, "managers of sulphate 
works, or shall we be Known as manufacturers 
of some one of the coal-tar dyes that our 
friend Page names by the hundred? 

When these and other forms of impurities be- 
come sources of revenue—and they surely will 
in the very near future—what, then, Will be the 
selling price of good standard sixteen-candie 
coal-gas? 

if it is not given away it will be sold at a nom- 
ina! sum—less than $1 per 1,000 cubic feet. 

The fifth and last subject on the list for dis- 
cussion is electric light. 

Our worthy Secretary had it printed. “ What 
effect bas electric lighting had on the general 
consumption of gas? 

I would say that electric lighting is the best 
friend that gas-men ever had. 

At our annual meetjng three years ago, held 
at the Tremont House ig this city,! made the 
statement that gas-men had nothing to fear 
from electric lightme. lam still of the same 
opinion. All the real advance in electric light- 
ing outside of the Jablochkoff candle made since 
1848 is due to the invention of the Sprengel 
vacuum pump, and the advance made by our 
engine- builders in producing a better ciass of 
steum and gas engires. 

Beyond this, all ia speculation in what is yet 
to be done—brougbt to the front at the present 
time by the large amount of surplus wealth 
seeking investment and the insatiable desire to 

GET RICH WITHOUT LABOR. 
Indeed, this same thing has occurred more than 
once before. Let me just read an extract of one 
of the many good things said of electric light 
from 1845 to 150. 
The ditor of the Mechanics’ Magazine says:

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So I claim electric light as a friend of gas- 
lighting, and when in the future (as electric- 
light men claim) it is furnished cheaper than 
daylight, [expect to be one of those who will

He 
did not think there was any use in offering a 
prize, for the reason that there is a demand for 
gas asa motor, and inventors wanted no other 
stimulus than a demand from the public fora 
more perfect and cheaper gas engine. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The association reassembled at 2 o'clock, the 
President in the chair. An invitation was read 
from the Crane Brothers’ Manufacturing — 1 
pany asking the association to visit their ne 
pipe-mill, and make a tour of the city in car- 
riages. The invitation was accepted, and will 
probably be indulged in Friday. 

The Committee on the President’s Address re- 
ported in favor of submitting the different 
points therein to appropriate committees, and 
recommended a vote of thanks to the President. 
It was concurred in. 

The Committee on Next Place of Meeting re- 
ported that there was a difference of opinion, 
and more time was asked. it was so ordered. 
The places mentioned were Cincinnati, St. Louis, 
and Chicago. 

Several new members were elected. The Com- 
mittee on Auditing the Treasurer's Books re- 

yrted that the receipts were $250.95 and the dis- 

ursements $189.75: balance on hand, $61.20. It 
was concurred in and pla on file. 

The Committee on Nominations reported the 
following list of officers, which was unanimous- 
ly concurred in: 

President—Jerry Howard, Iowa; First Vice-

Mr. Howard was conducted to the piatfrom, 
and made a neat little speech, in which he 
thanked the aesociation for the honor con- 
ferred, and trusted with the codperation of the 
other officers to extend the scope and influence 
of the society. 

GAS FOR COOKING. 

The first topic for discussion—“ Gas as a Fuel 
for Domestic, Mechanic al, and Other Purposes ”’ 
-was then taken up. The President stated that 
in Rockford bis com pan y was supplying seventy- 
five stoves, though nothi bad been done with 
gas-engines on account of their cost. Several 
mechanical establishments were using gas for 
smelting purposes, and found it cheaper for 
delicate work than any other fuel. He believed 
that 5 per cent of his saies was used for pur- 
poses other than illumination. 

Mr. King wanted to know what steps had been 
taken, if any, to introduce gas stoves. His com- 
pany had introduced some of the smaller size in 

acksonvilie, and be had found that they gave 
satisfaction. He would like to know what steps 
could be taken to introduce the larger ones. 

Mr. Howard stated that in Bogiand it was cus- 
tomary to have gas exhibidons at which were 
shown gas engises, stoves, etc. people at- 
tended there when they would not visit a store 
to see a few odd stoves. He beifeved the intro- 
duction of such a system bere would be of bene- 
fit to the gas manufacturers. He had intro- 
duced stoves in his town, Dubuque, and so far 
they had given satisfaction. He understood 
that there were 900 gas stoves in Lafayette. 

Mr. Kamedell believed in the efficacy of ad- 
vertising. 
giiah system of gas exhibitions in the small 
towns. He had prepared circulars, which ne 
had mailed to all the houses in which gas was 
consumed. He had introduced many of the 
stoves at the cost of the article and the labor of 
putting it in. So far they had given satisfac- 
tion, but he was not satisiied with the extent of 
the business. 

The Sercetary said that it had been suggested 
to charge a rental for the stoves until the 
amount so paid equaled the original cost of the 
stove and interest. Others advocated a reduc- 
tion in the price of the gas used as fuel. Still 
another had suggested the giving of a stove 
worth $16 to all who would contract for $50 
worth of gas. 

The President stated chat his company had 
contracted to furnish any sized gas stove re- 
quired free of charge provided the party taking 
it would contract to consume gas for cooking 

urposes to three times the vaiue of the stove. 
He found that the plan worked very weil during 
the summer months. 

Mr. Dunber, of New Albany, said that at the 
Hotel Florence in Pullman all the cooking was 
done with gas, and it did the work admirably. 

Mr. Byrne, of Pullman, corroborated the pre- 
vious speaker, and said that in addimoy to the 
gas stoves used in the kitchen there were thirty- 
five stoves in use in the different rooms 
of the hotel. The speaker then gave 
a technical description of the broilers, 
ovens, roasters, dish-warmers, ete. The pro- 
prietor of the hotel tod the speaker that, all 
things taken into consideration, gas was prefer- 
able to any other fuei for hotel use. Consumers 
of gas for fuel were charged $1.75. Those who 
only used it for light paid $2.25. Those using 
both were charged the lower price. The gas 
company rented the stoves at 50 cents per month, 
or sold them on monthly payments of $1 each. 


GAS-ENGINES. 


On the question of the use of gas as a motor 
Mr. Ramsdell said that he saw —— 5 during 
the past yeur to weaken the statement by him a 
ago that for small engines it was 
the most economical fuel in existence. 
He mentioned the case of a man in 
Vincennes printing a small daily per 
with a gas-engine, ata yearly cost of $15.4 for 
the gas consumed. In his opinion the public 
demand for gas engines was on the increase; 
the manufacturers were increasing the capacity 
of their works, and inventors were figuring on 
getting out a cheaper engine. 

Mr. Littleton, of Quincy, said the cost of the 
engines was the drawback to a more extended 
use of gas asa motor. A four-horse Otto en- 
gine cost $700 anywhere in the West. 

Mr. Stein, of Sterling, stated that a cheaper 
and more economical engine, tented in En- 
giand, would be here in about thirty days, and a 
company had been formed for building engines 
of this pattern in this country. They would 
cost less than the Otto engine. As far as could 
be learned the English engine was doing 
work side by side with the Utto ougine, where 
the two were tried in England and France. 

Peter Munzinger, of Philadelphia, stated that 
the first gas-engine was made in Germany in 
1785. In 1815 was made the next one that bad 
uny merit. Since then there had been 234 patents 
taken out in Bagland and the United States. 
The best engines now in use were the Schleicher, 
made in Germany, and the Otto, made in Phila- 
deiphia. The 2 was engaged in perfect- 
ing an engine in which the force should be 
generated by constagt explosions of a combina- 
tion of fifteen volumes of air to one of gaa. 
Tnis, he believed, could be furnished at less cost 
than either the Schieicher or Otto engine. 
There were several engines that burned thirty 
or forty cubic feet of gas per horse-power per 
hour and doing work, but this was too 
much, as an économical engine should not con- 
sume more than twenty feet per hour.

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A MINING WAR. 


The Bloody Scenes Enacted in 1832 in 
the Gold Regions of Georgia Likely to 
Be He-enacted. 

Special Dispateh to The Chicago Tribune, 
ATLANTA, Ga., May 10.—The hostile scenes 
that were enacted in 18%2,in the gold-bearing 
regions of Lumpkin and adjoining counties in 

North Georgia, between the hundreds of miners 

that were attracted there by the discovery of 

rich gold mines, are from ali appearances to be 
reopened along the line of Battie Branch, which 
stream derives ite name from a terrific battle 
fought there between the hundreds of gold- 
seekers from Tennessee, Georgia, North Caro- 
haa, and South Carolina, who got into a dispute 
over the location of their claims. This branch 
or aitch was dug out end improved in 

1859 by Hezekiah Kelly, of New York, 

who with a number of Northern capitalists 

operated some of the mines in that section until 
the War broke out, when they returned North. 

After the struggle between the States the ditch 

came into the possession of the Etowah & Battie 

Branch Hydrautic Gold Mining Company. Five 

or six years ago this company suspended active 

operations and leased the water to the Dahlonega 

Gold Mining Company. At the expiration of 

the lease the Dahiovega deciined to give up the 

ditch, giving asa reason for the refusal that 

Kelly had soid the same to John A. Wimpey, 

of Atlanta, who in turn had resold 

the same to the Dahlonega Company. While in 
possession of the property the company had ex- 
tended the diteeveral miles and made other 
improvements uponit. This refusal caused the 

Etowah to serve process of injunction upon the 

claimants of the property to restrain them from 

further use of the water. When argued in 
court the injunction was dissolved upon the 
ground that the holders of the pryperty were 
sufficiently responsible to be allow to go on 
with their work, and bond tor condemnation 
movey was given in case the suits went against 
them on a final hearsay. The case came 
up ror trial last month and resulted in a verdict 
for the Etowah Company for the ditch and $6,700 
for the use of the same. A motion for a new 
trial was argued and overruied, and the case ap- 

aled to the Supreme Court. The Btowah 
ompany paid the costs but refused to give the 
bond for condemnation money. The motion 
was overruled nigut about dark, and 
instantly after it was doge Arnold Davidson, of 

Philadelphia, President Of the Etowab, sent a 

posse of men to take possession of the 

ditch. These men, by throwing obstructions 
into the branch, turned the water 
off at the terminus of the old ditch and the in- 
itial point of the extension. Sunday the other 
side, under command of J. P. Imboden, of 
Virgiuia, who is General Manager of the Dab- 
lonega Compaay, learned that the branch had 
been taken possession of by Davidson and his 
crowd without — to be put in legal posses- 
sion by the Sheriff. This Gaused a great deal of 
bad feelimg to breed,and early Monday morning 

the opposing elements, numbering probably 100 

ed with picks and  shovelis, 
met where the water had been turned 
off. The Dahiopvega men went to 
work throwing out the obstructions, and while 
doing this .the other side busied themselves 
the obstructions back into the ditch. 


Seeing 
sorted to, Davidson withdrew with his crowd, 
and soon procured a quaatity of dynamite, with 
which they blew the ditch up, destroying the 
tunnels and tresties, also dolog a great deal of 
other damage. Au injunction was then gotten 
out before Judge Weibou rne, of the Circuit 
Court, and soon after Davidson had warrants 
issued for the arrest of Imboden and all 
of his men, charging them with ma- 
licious mischief. This did not end 
the matter, and upon the appeal 
ot Imboden, Judge Erskine, of the United 
States Court, granted a writ of injunction to 
restrain Davidson from further action in the 
ay > The affair has caused a great deal of 

d feeling between the miners on both sides 
and troubie is more than probable. The men 
want to go to work, and don't seem to feel in- 
clined to wait the pleasure of the courts. A 
gentieman who came from Dahlonega today says 
that the men are loading themselves with plenty 
of whisky and uttering threats about what they 
will do if not allowed to to work. Both sides 
are bitter and determined, and a crisis 1s expect- 
ed at any time. These mines are owned in 
greater part by Northern and Western capitai- 
ists, New York, Philadelphia, Chicago, and Cin- 
cinnati being largely represented. 


BRUTALITY. 


A Terrible Fight Between a New Jersey 
and a Philadelphia Dog.

New York, May 10.—A savage dog-fight took 
place today near this city between Spot, a Phil- 
adelphia dog, and.

Decisions by the Wisconsin Supreme 
Court. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago ‘fribune. 

MADISON, Wis., May 10.—The State Supreme 
Court met today simply for the announcement 
of decisions, and adjourned until June 21, when 
nothing will be done but to admit the university 
law class. Arguments on the next calendar will 
commence Aug.29. Most of today’s decisions 
were of minor interest, affecting only the inter- 
pretation of the statutes. The fvllowine cases 
are those of . general importance: Dr. Piper 
testified in the Circuit Court for Outagamie 
County, on the trial of one Knoll for the murder 
of Charles Rohde in that county, that the 
hair found on the wheelbarrow of 
Knoll and the bair cut from the 
skull of deceased were the same, basing his 
opinion on the similarity iu length, magnitude, 
and color. The Supreme Court reversed a judg- 
ment of conviction, holding that the opinion, 
not being based on scientific tests or examina- 
ti requiring scientific skill, was inadmissible. 
On the trial of one Noonan for rape in the Rock 
County Circuit Court, a medical witness who had 
examined the prosecutrix and found her sexual 
organs much inflamed was allowed to give an 
opinion that such inflammation was produced 
by violent involuntary sexuai connection. The 
admission of this testimony was heid error, and 
judgment of conviction reversed. On the Ad of 
September, 1573, Simeon Mills, Treasurer of the 
State Insane Hospital, drew mouey from the State 
Treasury on account of the hospital. The State 
Treasurer gave Mills a check on the Bank of 
Madison for $10,000, which Milis, instead of cash- 
ing, deposited with the bank, taking its collat- 
erai securities therefor. Five days afterward 
the bank failed. The question arose as to 
whether Mills was liable, Suits and cross-suits, 
arbitration, bearings before referee, and peti- 
tions to the Legislature bave followed closely 
on each other ever since. og the Supreme 
Court called a halt by decidi ills liable. In 
the case of Williams against Williams, defend- 
ant, as administrator of an estate, deposited 
the money thereof ih the Corn Exchange Bank 
of Waupun on his private account.
